‘Al the anme time we do not forget that this 
notorious pluralist (be is already Haikuan 
Tao in Tientsin, the Chief Director of the 
China: Merchants’ Steam Navigation Co, 
and the Head of the Chinese Telograpis) is 
so well endowed with the only logic which 
persuades in China, that his nomination is 
within ths limits of possibility. Oficial. 
dom generally is battoning on to fail- 
way development much as crows gather 
round carrion; and we may ode 
clodo that whoro the -oarcase is there | 
will high offisiala try to ba alao, “A depart- 
ment whiok for many -yearg will involve 
boundless expense, followed by steady and 
growing income, is a godsend which comes 
but seldom to Ohina’s impecunious acholars, 
_ Our Tientsin contemporary in ita tast 
issue printed the results of the teadera for 
rails in roepoose to public advartieemont. 
Thia liat, to which we hava alroady alluded, 
is one of the most interesting of things Chi- 
nesd recently submitted to public inspeo- 
tion ; it conveys lessona of the last impor- 
tanoo to high Chinese officials, and we should 
especially like H.E. Chang Chih-tang to 
mark, learn, and inwardly digest its signifl- 
‘cance, 

Shrewd as the Viceroy of the two Hu is, 
he has of reovnt yeara trasted far too muoh 
to one or two of his subordinates, the same 
rook on which his rival Li oplit: all foreign 
things are ecea under the distortive refrac. 
tion of tho spectacles of these gentleman, who 
got of course on porely distaterested end 
patriotio motiee—cela ve sans dire, His 
Excellency not long ago submitted to the 
Throne in o momorial of portentous leagth a 
aoheme for a main trunk live from Poking 
to Oguton to be carried out under the 
auspioss of one great firm of European re- 

ntation, For the firm wa have nothing 
but admiration when it confines itself to its 
own mttier, viz., the supply of excellent 
guos, war taterial, nod steel ; detrastion 
would be foolish as well as unjust in the 
face of s world-wide roputation for good 
work, The memorial met with a strong ra+ 
puff in Peking, and thescholarly writer was 
ordered herosftor to confine his despatches 
to a limited number of characters, 

The’ curious thing about the Ticntsin 
publication ia that the tender of the firm 
sapposed to be-espacialiy favoured by Chang 
Obib-tung is very conaiderably the highest 
of the whole fifteen :—-Tls. 486,596 against 
Tis. 404,723, the lowest. Now’a difference 
of 20 por cent on articles which have to maet 
stringently deawo specifications is a very 
atriking difference; especially when wo re- 
flect that. being 4 public competition, sach 
fires tendering wonld certainly ont down to 
ita lowest mergin.

Daring the time I was there [ had on op- 
portunity of seeing the various branohea 
dritling ou their several parades, and a parade 
of the whole Corps twice. I alss saw each 
Company volley firing on the ranges, and the 
Artillery practice et the Point. Tam glad 
to bo able to report that the state of the Corps 
ia satisfactory and auch an 4o renter it effici- 
ent for the service for which it is intended, 
Considering the smail amount of training 
that the Corps uodergoes the result ie moet 
creditable to both officors and men, .Tho 
Corp- is-fartunate in having a¢ Commanding 
Officer Major Morrisoc, who takes such an 
intorest_in it, and who hae such a good 
knowledge of the requirements and working 
of slf branches, The Adjutsut is sleo a good 
and enargetio officer, 

The Light Horse is ouly 28 atrong, all told. 
Thos are woll mounted on Ohina pauies, and 
tarn ont very well, their drill is steady and 
fairly good, but slow. Sword drill 1s weak 
and requires muob more practice. 

The Artillery has a strength of 59. all 
ranks, formed into a Battery of Field Artit- 
lery, they are armed with 49 pr. RBL, 
gans horsed with China ponies (4 in each 
team ssarule). The ponies are strong and

they are not sufficiently handy to enable the 
Battery to drill with any accuracy or smart.

A SHANGHAT OnITIOISM, 

The Anvil Mecting of the Hongkong 
Chamber of Commerce touched, on some 
topios which concern the fundamental 
principle of its raison d’éire ; and the rala- 
Hous Batwean the Ohamber aod the 
Government. How far is a Chamber of 
OCommerca concerned with political mat- 
tera? It was, of courae, held that the 
Ohambor as auch was only concerned with 
political measures in so far aa they sifectad 
commerco ; but om this, and on the spacial 
question whether in oontravoniug the 
Government of the Colony with regard to 
the constitution, of the Sanitary Board tha 
Chamber was acting wisely, it was evidont- 
ly divided. Mr MoQonachie, the Ohair- 
man, pointed out the responsibilities of 
the Chamber. in its ‘recommendations, A 
Chawmbor of ‘Coonnorce often incurs grave 
responsibility by its recommendations to 
Guvernment, and the Governments of the 
day have as a rule, bofors insugu- 
rating any great fiscal. change or outering 
on commercial! engegements, conaultud 
tho QObambers,. Such was not the 
casa in tha disgraceful . Treaty of 
1694" with Japan, which had baon 
ontared into with auspicious secrecy, socrooy 
so profound that its formal ratification at 
Tokio was tho first indication given that a 
Treaty was belog negotiated, This was 
contrasted with the fact on the othor side 
that Lord Saudhuret as Governor of Bombay 
thougit it becoming to attend the annaal 
meeting of the Local Chambor there, and 
that the Govornment of India dons regular- 
ly coneult the Ohambora when proposing 
any measures likely te affect commerce. 
The moral ta be drawn from al! this is that 
Chambers, that may be called upon to pro- 
noanes on diffeult questious of finance or 
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policy, should under tho most ordinary 
circumstances weigh their words and their 
actions, and should oxorcige the most 
supreme caution with rogard to apy, recom. 
mendations they may from time to time 
make in thoir officisl charactor, This
